Vendor and Purchaser (§ 172*) — Purchaser Taking Possession 
Prior to Settlement Liable for Interest. — The purchaser of land in- 
volved in partition suit under contract composed of his proposal and 
the approving decree of the court, both silent as to the subjects of 
interest on the purchase price and time for taking possession, is 
liable for interest on the unpaid purchase money from the date on 
which he took possession, prior to the time fixed by the contract 
for settlement.

1. Equity (§ 422*) — Decree Removing Guardian and Requiring 
Him to Account Held Final, though Guardian Failed to Answer.— 
In a suit to require a guardian to account, and for his removal and 
for a judgment requiring the guardian and his surety to pay over to 
the guardian's successor all sums due^ a decree granting such re- 
lief and confirming a commissioner's report, stating the guardian's 
account, held final., and conclusive upon the guardian, notwithstand- 
ing that neither the guardian nor his surety appeared before the
